It’s  possible  to  run  a  two  mile  race 
without  the  horses  needing  to  pass  the 
same  section  of  the  track  more  than 
once.  In  fact  the  course  does  not  make 
a  complete  circle,  and  the  Oaks  start 
(1|  miles)  is  at  the  far  side  of  the 
track. 

But  apart  from  its  size  the  race¬ 
course  doesn’t  compare  with  Australian 
tracks  —  in  grandstands  and  betting

The  Oaks  was  won  brilliantly  by  a  filly 
called  Pampalina  (Bahram  II — Padus) 
who  set  up  a  fifteen  lengths  lead  in  the 
first  half  mile  and  stayed  in  front  till 
the  winning  post. 

A  few  interesting  variations  on  the 
racing  procedure  were  the  mounting 
and  parade  of  the  Oaks  runners  on  the 
course  proper  and  then  the  presenta¬ 
tion  ceremony  also  on  the  course 
proper  —  with  a  portable  set  of  stalls 
being  erected  right  at  the  winning  post.

Three  members  of  Tattersall's  Club 
were  instrumental  in  the  development 
of  Wenona  Girl,  greatest  stake-winning 
mare  in  Australasia  and  the  United 
Kingdom  with  $141,650  to  her  credit. 

They  were:  Mr.  J.  W.  Kelly,  who 
bred  her  at  his  Newhaven  Park  stud, 
Booroowa;  Mr.  W.  Longworth,  who 
bought  her  as  a  yearling  in  1959  for 
2750  guineas;  and  Maurice  McCarten, 
who  trained  her  at  his  Randwick  stables 
for  the  17  races  she  won. 

Mr.  Kelly  is  one  of  eleven  club  mem¬ 
bers  who  raise  thoroughbreds  for 
auction  as  yearlings  and  the  fact  that 
they  produced  140  for  sale  last  Easter 
indicates  that  they  play  a  major  part 
in  the  bloodstock  industry. 

Mr.  W.  Longworth,  who  bought  and 
raced  Wenona  Girl,  ranks  among  the 
oldest  members  of  Tattersall's  Club. 
He  joined  53  years  ago.  He  was 
nominated  for  club  membership  when 
his  father  raced  a  string  of  horses  of 
whom  Satin  Bird  won  the  1918  Epsom 
Handicap  at  Randwick. 

Mr.  Longworth  developed  a  profound 
knowledge  of  the  turf  which  later 
admirably  fitted  him  for  choice  as 
Chairman  of  the  Sydney  Turf  Club 
with  its  two  courses  at  Rosehill  and 
Canterbury. 

Mr.  Longworth  has  been  a  lavish 
supporter  of  the  turf  with  a  powerful 
team  of  horses  and  his  successes  with 
Wenona  Girl,  Farnworth,  and  Aureo 
prove  that  he  has  a  keen  equine  sense 


in  the  choice  of  his  thoroughbreds. 

Maurice  McCarten  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Tattersall's  for  25  years.  He 
ranked  among  foremost  jockeys  in  New 
Zealand  and  then  Australia  and  retired 
from  the  saddle  to  train  a  host  of 
winners,  including  a  Melbourne  Cup 
winner  and  champion  in  Delta. 

Among  Tattersall's  Club  members 
Mr.  Geo.  Ryder  of  Woodlands  Stud  at 
Denman  was  the  biggest  contributor 
with  47  lots,  Mr.  Kelly  offered  24;  Mr. 
S.  G.  White  of  Carrington  Stud,  Jerry's 
Plains  23;  Mr.  Tom  Flynn  of  Oakleigh 
Stud,  Widden  Valley  23;  Mr.  Lionel 
Israel  of  Segenhoe  Stud  Scone,  21;  Mr. 
Frank  W.  Thompson  of  Widden  Stud, 
Widden  20;  Mr.  E.  N.  Larkin,  Stone- 
leigh,  Wilberforce  11;  Mr.  M.  V.  Point 
of  Sledmere  Stud,  Scone  10;  Mr.  Jack 
Mandel  with  mares  at  various  studs,  8; 
and  Mr.  V.  C.  Bath  of  Bhima  Stud, 
Scone  8. 

Mr.  Kelly  has  been  a  member  of 
Tattersall's  Club  for  five  years.  Super¬ 
vision  of  his  Newhaven  Park  Stud  per¬ 
mits  little  time  for  the  city,  but  he  is  a 
popular  visitor  here  at  the  club  when 
he  does  come  to  town. 

Reigning  monarch  of  his  stud  has 
been  the  French  bred  stallion,  Wilkes. 
He  became  leading  stallion  for  Aus¬ 
tralia  in  the  1963-64  racing  seasons 
and  is  near  the  top  for  the  season  just 
ended  with  $188,696. 

The  demand  for  his  stock  continues 
year  after  year  at  the  Easter  sales  and 


last  Autumn  his  22  youngsters  brought 
$205,275,  averaging  $9330  each,  and 
he  had  the  distinction  of  siring  a  colt 
from  Blooming  who  brought  the  record 
Australian  price  of  $39,900. 

Mr.  George  Ryder,  former  Committee¬ 
man  and  now  Treasurer  of  the  Sydney 
Turf  Club,  has  played  a  big  part  in 
racing  and  the  thoroughbred  industry, 
having  organised  many  important  sales 
of  Australian  stock  to  America.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  Tattersall’s  for  25 
years.  For  his  stud,  imported  English 
stallion,  Pipe  of  Peace  has  formed  a 
powerful  dynasty  and  now  he  is  hope¬ 
ful  about  a  new  stallion,  Sostenuto, 
winner  of  all  his  British  races  at  two 
and  three  years,  and  already  the  sire 
of  smart  winners  in  the  season  just 
ended. 

If  Sostenuto  proves  as  successful  as 
Pipe  of  Peace  it  will  afford  Mr.  Ryder 
a  fitting  reward  for  the  arduous  labors 
he  has  put  into  a  lifetime  of  service 
to  breeding  and  racing  administration. 
The  produce  of  Pipe  of  Peace  have 
won  $1,198,448  in  racing  prizemoney, 
thus  making  him  one  of  the  few  with 
a  million  dollars  in  his  background. 

Mr.  Frank  Thompson  is  another 
deeply  entrenched  in  with  breeding  and 
the  conduct  of  racing  and  racing 
affairs.  His  father,  Mr.  A.  W.  Thompson, 
was  a  breeder  on  a  very  big  scale  50 
years  ago  and  became  a  committee¬ 
man  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Austra¬ 
lian  Jockey  Club.  Mr.  Thompson  Snr. 
shared  in  the  ownership  of  Ajax  (18 
winners  straight)  and  Backwood  (imp.), 
Melbourne  Cup  winner  of  1924. 

When  Backwood  went  to  the  stud  it 
was  at  Mr.  Thompson's  Widden 
property,  where  he  sired  many  notable 
gallopers,  including  the  1931  New¬ 
market  winner,  Parkwocd. 

Mr.  E.  N.  Larkin,  a  member  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club  for  17  years,  has  rendered 
valuable  service  to  breeding  and 
racing  although  in  a  rather  different 
approach.  He  is  rated  one  of  Australia's 
foremost  veterinary  authorities  and  is 
Honorary  Consultant  to  the  Australian 
Jockey  Club. 

His  veterinary  activities  keep  him 
too  busy  to  run  a  big  stud,  although 
a  well  selected  group  of  mares  sent  to 
fashionable  stallions  has  provided 
rewarding  returns  at  the  annual  Easter 
sales. 

Mr.  V.  C.  Bath,  who  has  been  a 
member  of  Tattersall's  since  1960,  is  a 
busy  man  with  cattle,  polo,  and  racing 
administration,  besides  his  bloodstock 
breeding.  On  a  recent  English  visit  he 
bought  a  yearling  which  has  already 
developed  high  potential  there  with  six 
wins  at  two  and  three  years.  His  name 
is  Above  Water  and  eventually  he  will 
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come  to  Australia  perhaps  to  race  in 
Australia  and  later  to  stand  at  Mr. 
Bath’s  Bhima  Stud,  Scone. 

Mr.  Tom  Flynn  of  Oakleigh  is  a 
popular  visitor  to  Tattersall’s  since  he 
joined  nearly  14  years  ago  and  has 
leased  to  members  some  valuable 
racing  stock.  His  purchase  of  English- 
bred  Red  Gauntlet  proved  a  good  boost 
for  Australian  breeding.  Red  Gauntlet 
was  rated  among  England’s  top  two- 
year-olds  of  his  season. 

The  Red  Gauntlet  success  was 
reflected  in  returns  for  the  last  Easter 
sales  when  his  19  yearlings  brought  a 
total  of  $146,895  at  an  average  of 
$7731. 

Not  content  to  rest  on  these  laurels 
Mr.  Flynn  imported  another  stallion, 
French-bred  Snark,  whose  stock  was 
in  popular  demand  with  the  expert 
buyers  at  their  first  season  sales  last 
Easter.  Snark,  like  Red  Gauntlet,  was  a 
brilliant  two-year-old  performer,  and  is 
bred  on  royal  lines. 

Mr.  Lionel  B.  Israel  began  as  a  small¬ 
time  owner  in  the  Newcastle  area, 
acquired  a  few  mares  and  soon  began 
breeding  on  a  large  scale. 

He  acquired  a  famous  old  stud  which 
had  been  established  by  William  Brown, 
brother  of  the  famous  John  “Baron" 
Brown.  It  was  called  Segenhoe. 

He  had  notable  success  with  Nilo, 
who  sired  winners  of  many  great  races 
and  then  with  Pan,  who  was  subse¬ 
quently  purchased  to  go  back  to  a  stud 
in  France.  Mr.  Israel  now  has  a  highly 
bred  English  stallion,  Dickens,  who  won 
the  Goodwood  Cup,  a  staying  classic, 
and  sired  winners  on  the  English  turf 
before  coming  to  Australia. 

Mr.  Israel,  who  has  been  a  Tatter¬ 
sall’s  Club  member  for  37  years,  could 
be  nominated  as  one  of  the  best  long¬ 
distance  supporters  of  the  Turf  in 
N.S.W.,  with  always  a  team  of  horses 
to  carry  his  colors. 

Mr.  S.  G.  White  has  been  a  Tatter- 
sail's  Club  member  for  28  years  and 
before  and  during  that  period  turned 
out  scores  of  good  winners  from  his 
Carrington  Stud  at  Jerry’s  Plains.  Now 
he  has  an  English  stallion,  Just  Great, 
who  ranked  among  the  top  three-year- 
olds  of  the  1961  season,  and  whose 
dam  Just  Wyn  is  by  Star  Dust,  sire  of 
Australia’s  outstanding  sprint  sire  of 
recent  years,  Star  Kingdom. 

His  first  stock  offered  last  Easter 
created  a  favorable  impression  with 
buyers. 

Beginning  as  a  bookmaker,  Mr.  Jack 
Mandel’s  association  with  the  turf 
developed  into  breeding  and  owning  his 
own  racehorses.  Among  these  was 
Derby  winner  Persian  Lyric,  and  a  full 
brother,  Prince  Darius,  who  won  aggre¬ 
gate  stake  money  of  $143,170.  Persian 
Lyric  was  a  versatile  performer  who 
won  a  Derby  and  a  Stradbroke  seven 
furlongs  while  Prince  Darius  became  a 
weight-for-age  champion  of  his  period. 

Mr.  Mandel  has  been  a  member  of 
Tattersall's  for  37  years.

MEMORIES 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  enjoying  a 
drink  with  three  of  my  good  friends  the 
other  lunchtime  in  the  club.  These 
were:  Edwin  Penfold,  Alf  Bloomfield 
and  Sammy  Block.  Naturally  conversa¬ 
tion  turned  to  handball,  with  compari¬ 
sons  between  form  of  members  35 
years  ago  with  those  of  later  days  and 
the  present  day. 

Also  very  naturally  my  young  friends 
(Edwin  and  Alf  both  in  their  70s  and 
Sammy  nearing  that  era)  were  very 
emphatic  that  in  their  days  the  games 
were  bigger,  brighter  and  better  than  at 
any  other  period. 

They  recalled  that  the  first  Handball 
Championship  of  Tattersall's  Club  was 
played  in  1924  and  the  final  was 
between  Alf  Bloomfield  and  Tony 
McGill,  with  Alf  being  the  winner  and 
the  first  champion  of  Tattersall's  Club. 
The  following  year  it  was  won  by 
Tommy  McMahon  and  the  third  year 
by  Sammy  Block  —  he  held  it  for  quite 
a  few  years. 

They  recalled  such  enthusiasts  as 
Edwin  Penfold,  his  brother  Norman, 
Brigadier  Playfair,  Arnold  Mote  and 
quite  a  few  others. 

The  games  were  played  with  covered 
tennis  balls  which  they  purchased  from 
the  White  City  Tennis  Club  after  having 
been  used  once. 

They  also  took  me  back  to  the  old 
Albatross  Club  at  the  Domain  Baths 
where  many  mighty  handball  games 
were  won  and  lost. 

It  was  quite  a  session.  I  eventually 
began  comparing  such  stalwarts  of  my 
time  —  Eddie  Davis,  George  McGilvray, 
Ted  Davis,  Joe  Harris,  Bruce  Partridge 
and  many  others.  I  know  these  chaps 
were  good  but  the  “young"  chaps  in 
my  company  reckoned  their  era  was 
better. 

We  then  came  to  the  present  day 
and  all  agreed  that  our  present  cham¬ 
pion,  Bruce  Galea,  is  the  very  top  and 
would  hold  his  own  against  any 
opposition. 

But  what  about  Norman  Rogers,  Ken 
Glass,  Bobby  Lipman,  Maxie  Sernack, 
Johnnie  Brice,  Brucie  Partridge,  Young 
Bill  Sellen,  Jim  Comans,  Bill  Yewdall, 
Bill  Hannan,  etc.,  etc.  These,  I  feel, 
would  hold  their  own  in  any  company. 

Anyhow,  as  I  said,  it  was  a  nice 
session  and  it  is  good  to  remember 
back  about  things  that  have  happened 
in  the  past  and  look  forward  to  what 
is  to  happen  in  the  future.
